WASHINGTON - Applying for benefits 
under President Barack Obama’s 
health care overhaul could be as 
daunting as doing your taxes. 

The government’s draft applica¬ 
tion runs 15 pages for a three-person 
family. An outline of the online ver¬ 
sion has 21 steps, some with addi¬ 
tional questions. 

Seven months before the Oct. 1 
start of enrollment season for mil¬ 
lions of uninsured Americans, the 
idea that getting health insurance 
could be as easy as shopping online 


at Amazon or Travelocity is starting 
to look like wishful thinking. 

At least three major federal agen¬ 
cies, including the IRS, will scru¬ 
tinize your application. Checking 
your identity, income and citizen¬ 
ship is supposed to happen in real 
time, if you apply online. 

That’s just the first part of the 
process, which lets you know if 
you qualify for financial help. The 
government asks to see what you’re 
making because Obama’s Affordable 
Care Act is means-tested, with low¬ 
er-income people getting the most 
generous help to pay premiums. 

Once you’re finished with the 


money part, actually picking a health 
plan will require additional steps, 
plus a basic understanding of insur¬ 
ance jargon. 

And it’s a mandate, not a sug¬ 
gestion. The law says virtually all 
Americans must carry health insur¬ 
ance starting next year, although 
most will just keep the coverage 
they now have through their jobs, 
Medicare or Medicaid. 

Some are concerned that a lot 
of uninsured people will be over¬ 
whelmed and simply give up. 

“This lengthy draft application

New bicycle plan wheels 
off to a rousing start

The job of putting to¬ 
gether a new community 
plan for walking and bicy¬ 
cle paths got new impetus 
Monday when 27 people 
turned up at a workshop 
to begin the process. 

“We got a lot of good 
ideas,” said Marcia Eblen, 
chair of the Henderson- 
Henderson County Bike¬ 
way Advisory Commit¬ 
tee. She added, however, “I 
don’t know that the ideas 
we talked about will end 
up in the plan. People were 
just throwing out ideas 
and that’s what we wanted 
to hear.” 

The workshop’s pur¬ 
pose was to gather pub¬ 
lic input on what people 
would like to see, and one 


of the ideas shared that 
drew a lot of interest was 
the possibility of develop¬ 
ing a greenway along the 
eight miles of Canoe Creek 
between Old Madisonville 
Road and the Ohio River. 

“People are looking at 
what they’ve done over 
in Evansville and Owens¬ 
boro,” she said. Greenways 
are strips of open land, 
often along waterways, 
that are reserved for rec¬ 
reational use and environ¬ 
mental protection. 

Other much-discussed 
ideas were bicycle safety 
and the need for better- 
marked bicycle routes. 
Educating people about 
the rules of the road, and 
perhaps providing fourth- 
grade students a course 
in bicycle safety, were

Four Star might develop landing pad’ for industry

When NASA wants to launch a 
rocket, it starts by putting it on a pad. 

Now, a pad is being considered 
in southern Henderson County in 
hopes of landing something else: a 
new industry. 

In hopes of attracting more indus¬ 
trial prospects — perhaps a food pro¬ 
cessor or packager — the Four Star 
Industrial Park board is seeking bids 


for dirt work at one of its best indus¬ 
trial sites that would give a company 
a head start on constructing a plant. 

The board authorized its consult¬ 
ing engineer to prepare a request for 
proposals from construction compa¬ 
nies for excavating a 150,000-square- 
foot flat, compacted-dirt building 
pad on a 40-acre site at the intersec¬ 
tion of U.S. 41-South and Southern 
Star Way near the Henderson-Web- 
ster county line. 

Having a pad prepared could 
shave weeks or even months off the 


time it would take a company to con¬ 
struct a new plant on the site. 

“They would be able to do con¬ 
crete foundations without any (addi¬ 
tional) dirt work,” which could help a 
new industry start construction even 
in the middle of a winter, Glen Ross, 
president of the MSE of Kentucky 
Inc. engineering firm, told the Four 
Star board. 

“Companies are looking for build¬ 
ings” that are ready to be moved into,

America’s new love: Water

NEW YORK-It wasn’t too 
long ago that America had 
a love affair with soda. 
Now, an old flame has the 
country’s heart. 

As New York City grap¬ 
ples with the legality of a 
ban on the sale of large cups 
of soda and other sugary 
drinks at some businesses, 
one thing is clear: soda’s 
run as the nation’s bever¬ 
age of choice has fizzled. 

In its place? A favorite 
for much of history: Plain 
old H20. 


For more than two de¬ 
cades, soda was the No. 1 
drink in the U.S. with per 
capita consumption peak¬ 
ing in 1998 at 54 gallons a 
year, according industry 
tracker Beverage Digest. 
Americans drank just 42 
gallons a year of water at 
the time. 

But over the years, as 
soda increasingly came 
under fire for fueling the 
nation’s rising obesity 
rates, water quietly rose 
to knock it off the top spot. 

Americans now drink

Ryan’s budget: GOP takes 
aim at Dems’ spending

WASHINGTON - House Re¬ 
publicans redoubled their 
efforts to roll back signa¬ 
ture accomplishments of 
President Barack Obama 
on Tuesday, offering a 
slashing budget plan that 
would repeal new health 
care subsidies and cut 
spending across a wide 
swath of programs dear 
to Obama and his Demo¬ 
cratic allies. 

The GOP plan was im¬ 
mediately rejected by the 
White House as an ap¬ 
proach that “just doesn’t 
add up” and would harm 
America’s middle class. 

Senate Democrats are 


responding with a milder 
plan that would repeal au¬ 
tomatic spending cuts that 
began to take effect earlier 
this month while offering 
$100 billion in new spend¬ 
ing for infrastructure and 
job training. The Demo¬ 
cratic counter won’t be of¬ 
ficially unveiled until to¬ 
day, but its rough outlines 
were described by aides. 

That plan by Senate 
Budget Committee Chair¬ 
man Patty Murray, D- 
Wash., would raise taxes 
by almost $1 trillion over 
a decade and cut spending 
by almost $1 trillion over 
the same period. 

Obama meets with 
House Republicans today.

State lawmakers at odds on pensions

FRANKFORT- No new negotiations 
meant lawmakers were at odds still 
Tuesday on how to shore up Ken¬ 
tucky’s financially troubled pension 
plans for state and local government 
retirees. 

House and Senate negotiators 
haven’t met since Sunday, and no 
fresh talks are scheduled. 

Gov. Steve Beshear, who has been 
personally involved in the talks, said 
he remains optimistic that the issue 
can be resolved in the final days of 
the legislative session. 

“I think we’re making some 
progress,” Beshear told reporters 
on Tuesday. “It’s going to take some 
time.” 

The Democratic-controlled 
House and Republican-led Sen¬ 
ate agree on the need to restore 
solvency to the pension system, 
which has a $33 billion unfunded 
liability. 


Taxing districts: In other areas, 
the House and Senate have passed a 
bill that would strengthen account¬ 
ability of Kentucky’s 1,200-plus tax¬ 
ing districts that collect revenue for 
a variety of local government enti¬ 
ties ranging from fire departments 
to sewage and water. 

The measure is a compromise. 
It lacks a Senate amendment that 
would have given county officials the 
ability to veto increases in taxes and 
fees. But as part of a deal, the pro¬ 
posal requires local taxing districts 
to provide annual financial reports 
to county officials, something that 
doesn’t always happen. 

The measure also contains its 
original provision to require the an¬ 
nual financial reports to be displayed 
online. 

Both chambers passed the bill 
Tuesday afternoon. It now goes to 
the governor. 

Religious freedom: Gov. Steve 
Beshear is being pressured from 


both sides of a controversial bill 
that would strengthen legal pro¬ 
tections for religious freedom in 
Kentucky. 

Civil rights groups, including the 
American Civil Liberties Union of 
Kentucky, are urging Beshear to 
veto the measure. They say it could 
allow someone claiming religious 
freedom to discriminate against 
gays and lesbians, undermining civil 
rights protections in cities such as 
Lexington. 

Human trafficking: Also, the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly is sending Gov. Steve 
Beshear a bill that would strengthen 
Kentucky’s human trafficking law by 
increasing punishments for offend¬ 
ers and bolstering protections for 
victims. 

The measure won final passage in 
the House on a 97-0 vote Tuesday 
afternoon. The Senate approved the 
bill on Thursday. Beshear called for 
the legislation in this year’s State of 
the Commonwealth speech. 


Bloomberg won’t quit drink fight

NEW YORK - Despite May¬ 
or Michael Bloomberg’s 
bullishness, political re¬ 
alities and legal questions 
make for an uncertain 
future for one of the pre¬ 
mier pieces of his legacy: 
a ban on supersized sug¬ 
ary drinks that was struck 
down by a judge. 

The city lost no time 
Tuesday getting started 
on the next round of the 
fight, with Bloomberg call¬ 
ing the strongly worded 
court ruling a “temporary 


setback” and emphasizing 
that the city is confident 
about winning an appeal. 
He predicted that in the 
meantime, the novel reg¬ 
ulation would become a 
bellwether in the national 
fight against obesity. 

“I don’t think there’s any 
doubt that momentum is 
moving in our direction,” 
he said after convening a 
thicket of news cameras 
at a Manhattan diner that 
is voluntarily complying 
with the stricken-down 
rule. 

While the city has 


ultimately prevailed in 
some similar cases, legal 
experts say it’s unclear 
how judges will view 
whether health regulators 
overshot their authority 
in this one. Moreover, 
the appeal could linger 
beyond Bloomberg’s term 
when it ends this year, 
and several of his would- 
be successors don’t ap¬ 
pear to have his appetite 
for pursuing it. 

State Supreme Court 
Justice Milton Tingling’s 
decision, issued Monday, 
says that the soda rule has

so many exemptions that 
it’s illegally arbitrary and 
that the Bloomberg-ap¬ 
pointed Board of Health 
trod on the City Council’s 
turf to impose it. 


Rover: Mars could 
have supported life

LOS ANGELES - The Curi¬ 
osity rover has answered 
a key question about Mars: 
The red planet in the past 
had some of the right in¬ 
gredients needed to sup¬ 
port primitive life. 

The evidence comes 
from a chemical analysis 
by Curiosity, which last 
month flexed its robotic 
arm to drill into a fine¬ 
grained, veiny rock and 
then test the powder. 

Curiosity is the first 
spacecraft sent to Mars 
that could collect a sample 
from deep inside a rock, 
and scientist said Tuesday 
that they hit pay dirt with 
that first rock. 

“We have found a hab¬ 
itable environment that is 
so benign and supportive 


of life that probably if 
this water was around 
and you had been on the 
planet, you would have 
been able to drink it,” 
said chief scientist John 
Grotzinger of the Califor¬ 
nia Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy. 

The rover made a dra¬ 
matic “seven-minutes-of- 
terror” landing last August 
near the planet’s equator. 
A key task: Find out if an¬ 
cient Mars ever had condi¬ 
tions favorable for micro¬ 
scopic organisms. 

The car-size rover is 
not equipped to detect 
microbes, living or ex¬ 
tinct. It can only use its 
onboard laboratories to 
examine Martian rocks 
to determine the kind of 
environment they might 
have lived in.

She is also the law¬ 
yer for notorious Ven¬ 
ezuelan-born terrorist 
Ilich Ramirez Sanchez, 
known as Carlos the 
Jackal.

State panel begins reviewing child death cases

FRANKFORT- An independent 
panel appointed by Kentucky 
Gov. Steve Beshear has begun 
reviewing child deaths and se¬ 
vere abuse or neglect cases. 

Among the cases the panel 
reviewed on Monday was that 
of 3-year-old Alayna Adair of 
Christian County. According 
to media reports, Department 
of Community Based Services 
Commissioner Teresa James told 
the panel that there were “egre¬ 
gious” failures that led up to the 
girl’s death in 2011. She said the 
case isn’t representative of how 


most reports of abuse and ne¬ 
glect are handled. 

“We so blatantly disregarded 
policy, and we failed this girl 
and her family,” James told the 
panel when they began to raise 
concerns about its handling. “I 
have agonized over the failure. 
We had multiple opportunities 
to prevent this death.” 

James said employees who 
didn’t follow correct procedures 
were disciplined swiftly after the 
problems were discovered, but 
she declined to say how. 

The state became involved 
in the case after Alayna suf¬ 
fered a broken arm. She was not 


removed from her father’s cus¬ 
tody and she died a couple of 
weeks later from a head injury. 

Alayna’s father, Charles Mor¬ 
ris, is charged with murder in 
her death. He has pleaded not 
guilty in the case, which is set 
for trial in September. 

James said changes were 
made on a regional and state¬ 
wide basis due to Alayna’s death 
so that errors wouldn’t be made 
again. 

Christian County Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Lynn Pryor 
said Donna Currey, a child pro¬ 
tection worker who resigned in 
October 2011, faces a charge of 


tampering with public records 
in Alayna’s case. 

“There were some allegations 
of abuse. She included some 
things in her records that were 
not true,” Pryor said. 

The case was one of four re¬ 
viewed by the panel, which has 
seen only files that are heavily 
redacted. Panel members have 
asked for more access to infor¬ 
mation, and lawmakers are con¬ 
sidering a bill that would allow 
them that access. 

The panel is tasked with 
making recommendations to 
improve investigations of child 
abuse cases. 


Based on their reviews so far, 
the panel said Monday that they 
believe more training would 
benefit physicians, judges and 
social workers. 

In addition, Hardin Family 
Court Judge Brent Hall, who 
serves on the panel, said that he 
favors more openness. 

“I’m suggesting that we open 
up family court,” Hall said af¬ 
ter the meeting. “I’m suggest¬ 
ing that the dependency, neglect 
and abuse cases that we deal 
with on a regular basis be open 
to public and press scrutiny so 
that the things we do are trans¬ 
parent.”

Roundabout will be 
built in Owensboro 

■ Only fifth for a Ky. highway

Construction is begin¬ 
ning on a European-style 
roundabout intersection 
just west of Owensboro, 
according to the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet. 

A roundabout is a circu¬ 
lar intersection in which 
yield signs replace stop 
signs and all traffic moves 
in a counterclockwise di¬ 
rection. Roundabouts are 
said to improve safety at 
intersections by eliminat¬ 
ing the need for left-hand 
turns. 

While roundabouts 
have been widely used 
across the country, the 
Owensboro roundabout 
will be only the fifth for 
a Kentucky highway, ac¬ 
cording to the cabinet. 

The roundabout will 
replace a Y-intersection 
where Kentucky 56 and 


Kentucky 81 meet just 
west of the Owensboro- 
Daviess County Airport 
on West Parrish Avenue. 
The intersections handles 
approximately 13,000 ve¬ 
hicles each day. 

Construction of the $1.4 
million roundabout is ex¬ 
pected to be complete by 
the end of 2013. 

Meanwhile, construc¬ 
tion is also beginning 
on new ramps at the 
Kentucky 54/East Par¬ 
rish Avenue interchange 
with the U.S. 60 Owens¬ 
boro Bypass on the city’s 
east side. The project is 
related to the new Heart¬ 
land Crossing/Menards 
commercial develop¬ 
ment. Completion on the 
$2.5 million project is ex¬ 
pected by Aug. 15. 

Yager Materials is the 
prime contractor on both 
projects.

NYC the correct 
venue to try 
al-Qaida official 

Just one week after he 
was brought to the United 
States, a senior al-Qaida 
leader was in a Manhattan 
courtroom Friday where 
he pleaded not guilty to 
plotting to kill Americans 
and was whisked off to his 
cell to await trial, expected 
to last about three weeks. 

The leader is Sulai- 
man Abu Ghaith, who 
functioned as al-Qaida’s 
propaganda minister and 
chief spokesman until he 
was forced to flee to Iran 
in 2002. Abu Ghaith is not believed to have been on 
the operations side of al-Qaida for years, and appar¬ 
ently played no role in the 9/11 attacks, although he 
issued a number of bloodcurdling pronouncements 
in their aftermath. 

He urged Muslims to stay off aircraft and out of tall 
buildings, warned the United States that “a great army 
is gathering against you” and called on the “nation of 
Islam” to do battle against “the Jews, the Christians 
and the Americans.” 

Having said that, he went into hiding with his wife, 
Fatima, who happens to be Osama bin Laden’s oldest 
daughter. He remained a guest, willingly or unwill¬ 
ingly, of the Iranians until quite recently, when, for 
whatever reason, he traveled to Turkey on forged 
papers. 

The Turks arrested him, but refused to turn him 
over to the U.S. He was deported to Kuwait and taken 
into U.S. custody when his flight stopped in Jordan. 

Republicans believe Abu Ghaith should be shipped 
to Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, and tried before a military 
tribunal that is still a judicial work in progress. The 
original plan was to try Khalid Sheikh Mohammed 
and four others charged in the 9/11 attacks in New 
York City’s federal criminal courts, which have a long 
record of successful terrorism prosecutions. 

But Congress, led by Republicans, balked and barred 
the Obama administration from bringing the defen¬ 
dants to the U.S. proper, insisting they be tried before 
newly created and untested military tribunals. 

Sheikh Mohammed and his co-defendants have been 
on trial since last May with little obvious progress. 

If federal prosecutors can keep Abu Ghaith’s case 
in the federal criminal courts, it is very likely that a 
verdict will have been rendered and the case disposed 
of before the chaotic Guantanamo proceedings even 
reach closing arguments. 

Pentagon is planning 
version of AAA in space 

The inventive folks at the Defense Advanced Research 
Projects Agency, the Pentagon’s blue-sky research arm, 
are spending $180 million on a robot that can repair, 
recycle and rebuild defunct satellites in space. 

The idea is to save money by taking advantage of those 
parts of an inoperative satellite that still work, like anten¬ 
nas and solar panels, according to the Associated Press. 

Plans call for a launch in 2016 to try to repair a decom¬ 
missioned satellite. Such is the legacy of our years in 
space that DARPA has identified 140 defunct satellites 
as suitable candidates to choose from. 

Another legacy of man’s years in space is an orbiting 
cloud of space junk, the remains of satellites, rockets, 
fuel tanks, even loose tools. According to the website 
Space.com, there are 21,000 pieces of junk larger than 4 
inches, half a million pieces measuring a third of an inch 
to 4 inches, and millions of smaller pieces, paint chips 
and metal fragments. 

All of them pose a threat to spaceships and astronauts. 

Perhaps DARPA’s robots could also do a little light 
housekeeping, removing some of the space junk while 
they are repairing satellites. 
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In a simpler time, it didn’t take much 
to make a dish seem sophisticated 


The American culinary 
world was a lot simpler 
when I was a kid. 

Soups came in a red- 
and-white can labeled 
“Campbell’s.” The best- 
known Italian food came 
from a cheerful fellow 
named Chef Boyardee. 
Macaroni and cheese was 
a vegetable. 

French cuisine was rare. 
Thai food hadn’t been in¬ 
vented. 

But even in that desert 
of dining, I recognized 
that there were certain 
menu items of great and 
rarefied distinction — 
visible to kids but usually 
beyond our reach. 

These were the sophis¬ 
ticated foods of my youth: 

Foremost was the club 
sandwich. For one thing, 
the only people permitted 
to order them were people 
who belonged to a club. 
(Duh.) 

The ingredients are 
simplicity itself: turkey or 
chicken, bacon, toast, let¬ 
tuce, tomato and mayon¬ 
naise. It’s in the presenta¬ 
tion that the club becomes 
more sublime. 

First, the club is usually 
served as a double-decker, 
with three pieces of toast. 

Second, the sandwich 
is never served whole or 
even cut in two; it is al¬ 
ways cut diagonally into 
quarters. 

Finally, those thick 
quarters are held together 
with hors d’oeuvre sticks 
topped with colorful little 
plastic loops. 

James Villas, the long¬ 
time food critic of Town & 
Country magazine, called 
the club “the quintessen¬ 
tial American dish.” 

The famed cooking 
writer and teacher James 
Beard declared that the 
club “is one of the great 
sandwiches of all time and 
has swept its way around 
the world after an Ameri¬ 
can beginning.” 

While its origins are un¬ 
certain, the club sandwich 
was definitely known to 
Americans by the turn of 
the last century. 

One popular theory 
is that it originated at an 
exclusive gentleman’s 
gambling club in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., in 1894. 

If true, that would be

remarkable considering 
that Saratoga Springs is 
often credited as the home 
of something that often 
accompanies a club sand¬ 
wich: potato chips. 

Legend has it than in 
1853, a wealthy patron 
came to dine at Moon’s 
Lake House restaurant 
on the shores of Saratoga 
Lake and ordered fried 
potatoes. 

When served, the cus¬ 
tomer deemed the pota¬ 
toes to be too soggy and 
bland, and sent them back 
to the kitchen. 

The cook or chef, 
George “Speck” Crum, 
prepared a thinner po¬ 
tato, but the snobby diner 
sent them back again. In¬ 
censed, Crum sliced a po¬ 
tato absurdly thin, salted 
it heavily and fried it to 
a crisp, certain the cus¬ 
tomer would see the folly. 
Instead, “Saratoga Chips” 
became an immediate sen¬ 
sation. 

No such compelling tale 
exists to explain the cre¬ 
ation of the club sandwich. 
Some writers suggest that 
it likely originated in the 
club cars of the great 
Pennsylvania Railroad; 
others suggest it was in¬ 
vented in the kitchen of 
a hungry man returning 
home after a long night at 
his club. 

Whatever its origin, its 
fame spread rapidly. An 
1899 dinner menu from the 
steamship Rhode Island in 
the collection of the New 
York Public Library shows 
a club sandwich available 
for 25 cents (or 40 cents 
with bacon). A recipe for 
the club sandwich is found 
in the “Good Housekeep¬ 
ing Everyday Cook Book” 
in 1903, and the sandwich 
was served at four restau¬ 
rants at the 1904 World’s 
Fair in St. Louis. 

From there, the club 
sandwich spread across 
the Atlantic. Clubs were 
said to be a favorite of

favorite of Edward VIII 
and his beloved, Wallis 
Simpson. 

This American export 
retains a remarkable hold 
on the European imagina¬ 
tion. 

“The club sandwich has 
always been the classiest 
kind of comfort food,” the 
European travel and en¬ 
tertainment website trav- 
eltain.com declared. 

“These are the aristo¬ 
crats of the sandwich,” 
the French magazine Le 
Figaro proclaimed in 2010 
as it reviewed and report¬ 
ed on what it judged to be 
the best club sandwich in 
Paris: The one served at 
Bar 228 at the Hotel Meu- 
rice, with a price tag of 
25 euros (approximately 
$32.50). Club sandwiches 
are particularly popular in 
Paris saloons, and the bar 
at the Meurice serves 25 to 
30 clubs each day. 

The Grand Hyatt hotel 
in Melbourne, Australia, 
serves some 9,000 clubs 
a year. 

The chef at the luxuri¬ 
ous Beverly Hills Hotel 
proudly reports that his 
establishment has been 
serving clubs for 100 years; 
today they come with Gru- 
yere cheese and aioli may¬ 
onnaise. 

Happily, the club sand¬ 
wich is widely available at 
less ostentatious places, 
such as diners and lunch 
counters, where the toast 
is made from thin square 
sandwich bread, the 
cheese is American, the 
lettuce is iceberg and the 
spread is Miracle Whip. 

But make no mistake: 
It’s still sophisticated. 

■ 

There were a few other 
sophisticated foods and 
drinks when I was young: 

■ Club Crackers: The 
name says it all, doesn’t 


it? Any establishment 
that served these but¬ 
tery oblong crackers 
instead of saltines was 
a place worth patron¬ 
izing. It remains true 
today. (Also qualifying: 
Waverly Wafers — now 
marketed by Nabisco as 
Premium Gold Crackers 
— and Captain’s Wafers.) 

■ Canada Dry: Best 
known for its ginger ale, 
its products weren’t as 
sweet as Coke or Pepsi, 
so it wasn’t a first-line kid 
drink. But that contributed 
to its allure. 

■ Swiss on rye: For 
years, this was a mythi¬ 
cal sandwich. Rumors 
abounded of it being 
served at adult parties to 
the delight of guests. But 
since we never had rye 
bread at home, these re¬ 
ports could not be found¬ 
ed. 

Finally, a loaf of Roman 
Meal bread appeared in 
our kitchen — the first 
whole-grain, nonwhite 
bread to ever cross the 
threshold of our home. I 
substituted two slices of 
Roman Meal for rye, add¬ 
ed Kraft Swiss cheese and 
mayo, and declared it to 
be tres bon. (This is a lie. 
I spoke very little French 
as a child.) 

■ Chex mix: Before it 
became a staple of vend¬ 
ing machines, Chex mix 
could only be made at 
home, and only then at 
homes that purchased the 
General Mills’ Chex cere¬ 
al. (Ours was a Kellogg’s 
household.) 

Chex mix required mix¬ 
ing Corn Chex, Rice Chex 
and Wheat Chex, blending 
in nuts and pretzels, add¬ 
ing Worcestershire sauce, 
seasoned salt, garlic pow¬ 
der and onion powder, 
then baking it with some 
butter. 

This was a lot of trouble 
to go to for snack food, and 
the only person I knew 
who made it was my be¬ 
loved Miss Ann, whose 
home I sometimes visited. 

Chex mix was very so¬ 
phisticated. And when I 
went to Miss Ann’s and ate 
it by the handful, so was I.

Judge enters plea for Holmes

CENTENNIAL, Colo. - The 

judge in the deadly Colorado 
movie theater shooting case 
entered a not guilty plea on 
behalf of James Holmes on 
Tuesday after the former 
graduate student’s defense 
team said he was not ready 
to enter one. 

If Holmes is convicted, 
he could be executed or 
spend the rest of his life in 
prison. Judge William Syl¬ 
vester said Holmes, 25, can 
change his plea to not guilty 
by reason of insanity later, if 
he chooses. 

Prosecutors, for their 
part, have not said yet 
whether they will pursue 
the death penalty, announc¬ 
ing Tuesday that they will 
make their decision known 
on April 1. 

The judge set Aug. 5 for 
the start of the trial. Pros¬ 
ecutors and defense attor¬ 
neys declined to comment. 

Holmes sat silently 
through Tuesday’s proceed¬ 
ings. When he walked into 
the courtroom, he looked 
at his parents, Robert and 


Arlene Holmes. 

Holmes is charged with 
166 counts, mostly murder 
and attempted murder, in 
the July 20 attack on movie¬ 
goers at a midnight showing 
of “The Dark Knight Rises” 
in the Denver suburb of 
Aurora that killed 12 people 
and injured 70. 

In the nearly eight 


months since Holmes first 
shuffled into court with 
vacant eyes and reddish- 
orange hair, neither he nor 
his lawyers have said much 
about how he would plead. 

A not guilty by reason of 
insanity plea carries risk. 
Prosecutors would gain 
access to Holmes’ men¬ 
tal health records, which 


could help their case if the 
evidence of insanity is weak. 

If Holmes does plead 
insanity, the proceedings 
would be prolonged fur¬ 
ther while he is evaluated by 
state mental health officials. 
With the judge entering the 
plea, prosecutors still don’t 
have access to Holmes’ 
health records. 


Police officer convicted in cannibalism plot

NEW YORK - Police Officer 
Gilberto Valle’s lawyers said 
he was just spinning sick 
and twisted fantasies for his 
own pleasure when he chat¬ 
ted online about abducting, 
roasting and eating women. 
A jury, though, decided he 
was deadly serious. 

Valle, 28, was convicted 
Tuesday of conspiracy in a 
macabre case that opened 
a window on a shocking 
Internet world of cannibal¬ 
ism fetishists. He could get 
life in prison at sentencing 


June 19 but is likely to face 
much less. 

His lawyers branded the 
outcome a “thought pros¬ 
ecution” that sets a danger¬ 
ous precedent, while federal 
prosecutors said the verdict 
proved that Valle crossed 
the line from fantasy to re¬ 
ality and was genuinely bent 
on committing “grotesque 
crimes.” 

Prosecutors said Valle 
plotted to abduct, torture 
and cannibalize six women 
he knew, including his wife. 
While none of the women 
were ever harmed — and 
only his wife discovered 


his schemes — prosecutors 
said he took concrete steps 
to carry out his plot. 

They said the New York 
City police officer looked 
up potential targets on a 
restricted law enforcement 
database; searched the In¬ 
ternet for how to knock 
someone out with chloro¬ 
form and where to get tor¬ 
ture devices and other tools; 
and showed up on a wom¬ 
an’s block after striking an 
agreement to kidnap her for 
$5,000 for a New Jersey man 
who wanted to rape and kill 
her. That man was also ar¬ 
rested and is awaiting trial. 


U.S. Attorney Preet 
Bharara said in a statement: 
“Today, a unanimous jury 
found that Gilberto Valle’s 
detailed and specific plans 
to abduct women for the 
purpose of committing 
grotesque crimes were very 
real and that he was guilty 
as charged.” 

Outside court after the 
verdict, Valle’s attorney Julia 
Gatto said, “Obviously, the 
case involved thoughts that 
were unusual and bizarre 
and frankly very ugly. We 
think that the jury couldn’t 
get past that and they never 
got to the law.”

WASHINGTON - Democrats 
gave a boost Tuesday to 
the pillar of President 
Barack Obama’s plans for 
reducing gun violence, 
pushing a bill requiring 
nearly universal federal 
background checks for 
firearms buyers through 
the Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee over solid Republi¬ 
can opposition. 

The proposal still faces a 
difficult path through Con¬ 
gress, where GOP lawmak¬ 
ers say it would have little 
impact on crime and warn 
that it is a precursor to a fed¬ 
eral registry of gun owners. 

The committee ap¬ 
proved the bill 10-8, sup¬ 
ported by every Demo¬ 
crat and opposed by all 
Republicans. It would re¬ 
quire background checks 
for transactions between 
private individuals — they 
are now mandatory only 
for sales by licensed gun 
dealers — and expand a 
system designed to keep 
firearms from criminals, 
those with major mental 
problems and others. 

Complaints put new 
war medal on hold 

WASHINGTON - The mili¬ 
tary has stopped produc¬ 
tion of a new medal for 
remote warfare troops 
— drone operators and 
cyber war fighters — as it 
considers complaints from 
veterans and lawmakers 
over the award, which 
was ranked higher than 
traditional combat medals 
like the Purple Heart and 
Bronze Star. 

Defense Secretary 
Chuck Hagel has ordered 
a review of the Distin¬ 
guished Warfare Medal. 

Pentagon press secre¬ 
tary George Little said 
Tuesday that Hagel or¬ 
dered another look in light 


of concerns by lawmakers 
and veterans groups over 
the fact that the new medal 
was ranked above medals 
such as the Purple Heart 
given to wounded troops. 

NORTH CAROLINA 

Air Force puts stop 
to tuition assistance 

RALEIGH - The Air Force 
has joined other military 
branches in suspending 
tuition assistance that 
thousands of active-duty 
airmen rely on to pay for 
college classes. 

Air Force spokeswom¬ 
an Lt. Col. Laurel Tingley 
said airmen were notified 
in an email Tuesday that 
new applications for tu¬ 
ition assistance won’t be 
accepted because of the 
$85 billion in federal 
spending cuts that went 
into effect March 1. 

The Army, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard 
suspended their assis¬ 
tance programs last week. 
A decision by the Navy is 
pending. 

Military personnel may 
still qualify for aid under 
the GI Bill, which is not 
affected. 

Feds uncover crop 
insurance fraud ring 

RALEIGH - Federal inves¬ 
tigators have unraveled a 
massive scheme among 
dozens of insurance agents, 
claims adjusters, brokers 
and farmers in eastern 
North Carolina to steal at 
least $100 million from the 
government-backed pro¬ 
gram that insures crops. 

Authorities say the on¬ 
going investigation is al¬ 
ready the largest such ring 
uncovered in the country. 

Forty-one defendants 
have either pleaded guilty 
or reached plea agree¬ 
ments after profiting from 
false insurance claims

Cyberattack talks 
with U.S. may start 

BEIJING - China says it is 
willing to cooperate with 
the United States in cyber¬ 
security after the U.S. called 
on it to take “serious steps” 
to stop cyberattacks. 

Foreign Ministry spokes¬ 
woman Hua Chunying re¬ 
peated China’s assertion 
that it is firmly opposed to 
cyberattacks and one of the 
countries that has suffered 
most from them. She said 
the country cracks down 
on such hackers according 
to the law. 

Hua said Tuesday: “Cy¬ 
berspace needs rules and co¬ 
operation, not wars. China is 
willing to have constructive 
dialogue and cooperation 
with the global community, 
including the United States.” 

U.S. National Security 
adviser Tom Donilon’s 
comments Monday reflect 
American concern over 
cyber intrusions and their 
economic costs. 

Last month a U.S.-based 
cybersecurity firm accused 
a Chinese military unit of at¬ 
tacking more than 140 most¬ 
ly American companies.

Israeli troops kill 
Palestinian man 

JERUSALEM -Israeli troops 
shot to death a Palestinian 
man Tuesday after he and 
others hurled rocks and 
firebombs at them in the 
West Bank, the military 
said. 

The death was the latest 
in a new uptick in Palestin¬ 
ian casualties in the area, 
where protests in support 
of prisoners held in Israeli 
jails have led to violent 
clashes between the pro¬ 
testers and Israeli forces. 
The protests have largely 
subsided. 

Yatta hospital director 
Ziyad Abu Zahra identified 
the man killed as 25-year- 
old Mahmoud Titi and said 


he was shot in the head. An 
Associated Press photog¬ 
rapher said the man was 
among dozens throwing 
rocks at Israeli troops near 
the city of Hebron. 

A military spokeswom¬ 
an said troops pursued the 
men suspected of lobbing 
the firebombs. She said the 
protesters hurled rocks at 
them and “sensing an im¬ 
minent danger to their lives, 
the soldiers fired toward the 
assaulters, identifying a hit.” 

Palestinians have in¬ 
creasingly complained in 
recent weeks of the use of 
live fire by Israeli troops. 
The military says it typi¬ 
cally uses nonlethal means 
such as tear gas and rubber 
bullets to disperse protests 
or riots. 

IRAN 


VPN access blocked 
to Gmail, Yahoo 

TEHRAN - Iranian authori¬ 
ties have blocked many 
foreign-based virtual pri¬ 
vate networks, or VPNs, 
severely restricting access 
to many websites. 

The VPNs are illegal in 
Iran but offered a path for 
Iranians to freely use the 
Internet, access banned 
opposition websites, and 
popular sites such as Face- 
book. 

Lawmaker Ramazan Ali 
Sobhani is quoted as say¬ 
ing his parliamentary com¬ 
mittee in charge of com¬ 
munications will review 
the results of the block on 
VPNs, which went into 
effect last Wednesday. 

Sobhani says the block 
restricted access to some 
international email ser¬ 
vices such as Gmail and 
Yahoo in some parts of the 
country. 

Since the street unrest 
that followed President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad’s 
2009 re-election, Iran has 
tightened restrictions on 
VPN use and occasionally 
blocked them.

BEIRUT - A top Syrian 
cleric’s appeal to young 
men to join the army raised 
the question of whether 
President Bashar Assad 
is running out of soldiers, 
prompting a pro-govern¬ 
ment newspaper to reas¬ 
sure readers Tuesday that 
the military can keep fight¬ 
ing insurgents for years to 
come. 

Syria’s civil war, with 
its large-scale defections, 
thousands of soldiers 
killed and multiple fronts, 
has eroded one of the Arab 
world’s biggest armies, 
with pro-Assad militias 
increasingly filling in for 
troops. 

But while the rebels have 
scored military and diplo¬ 
matic gains, the regime is 
far from its breaking point. 

Assad appears to have 
stopped trying to retake 
all of the rebel-held areas, 
lacking the manpower to 
do so. But his forces have 


pinned down opposition 
fighters with artillery and 
airstrikes, while repelling 
rebel assaults on the capi¬ 
tal of Damascus and other 
regime strongholds. 

In this scenario, the 
regime can hang on for 
months, said Joseph Hol¬ 
liday, a Syria analyst at 
the Washington-based 
Institute for the Study of 
War. “The opposition is 
definitely ascendant, and 
Bashar is going down, 
(but) it’s a question of 
time,” he said. 

Syria’s troop strength 
moved into the spotlight 
with a call for a general 
mobilization by Grand 
Mufti Ahmad Badreddine 
Hassoun, the country’s 
top state-appointed Sunni 
Muslim cleric and Assad 
loyalist. He told state TV 
on Sunday that Syrians 
must rally to defend their 
country against a “global 
conspiracy.” 

On Tuesday, the pro¬ 
government al-Watan 
newspaper dismissed 


speculation that the muf¬ 
ti’s appeal was a sign of at¬ 
trition among the troops. 
The army is “fine” and 
troops “have been waging 
since for the past two years 
with unprecedented valor 
and courage,” the newspa¬ 
per said in a commentary. 
The army can keep fight¬ 
ing for years, it asserted. 

Experts say precise 
figures on rebel and re¬ 
gime troop strengths are 
difficult to come by. The 
Syrian military does not 
release detailed informa¬ 
tion and last year stopped 
publishing data on soldiers 
killed. 

Rebel groups often op¬ 
erate locally, with consid¬ 
erable autonomy, despite 
attempts by Syria’s main 
opposition group to intro¬ 
duce a centralized military 
command. 

The conflict has killed 
more than 70,000 people 
and displaced about 4 mil¬ 
lion of Syria’s 22 million 
people, according to U.N. 
estimates. 


Bodies 
exhumed 
in murder 
probe 

■ Men last seen 
at Mandela’s 
ex-wife’s home

JOHANNESBURG - Foren¬ 
sic scientists on Tuesday 
exhumed two bodies be¬ 
lieved to belong to young 
activists last seen 24 years 
ago at the home of Winnie 
Madikizela-Mandela as po¬ 
lice said they have opened a 
new murder investigation. 

The case reopens a dark 
chapter in the life of the 
then-wife of Nelson Man¬ 
dela. Many South Africans 
still revere the 76-year- 
old as “the mother of the 
nation,” but others have 
feared as a vengeful and 
heartless operator. She 
had “the blood of African 
children on her hands,” 
her former friend Xoliswa 
Falati told South Africa’s 
Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission. 

In the late 1990s, the 
Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission found that 
Madikizela-Mandela was 
responsible for the disap¬ 
pearances in November 
1988 of 21-year-old Lolo 
Sono and his friend Si- 
buniso Tshabalala, 19. But 
nothing was done to pur¬ 
sue allegations she was di¬ 
rectly involved in their kill¬ 
ings, even though her chief 
bodyguard Jerry Richard¬ 
son told the commission he 
and a colleague stabbed the 
young men to death on Ma- 
dikizela-Mandela’s orders. 

Mortuary records indi¬ 
cate the two bodies that 
were unearthed Tues¬ 
day had multiple stab 
wounds.

Gene Natali Jr. is on a 
crusade. 

Alarming financial sta¬ 
tistics — $1 trillion in stu¬ 
dent loan debt; 70 percent 
of Americans living pay- 
check to paycheck; 43 per¬ 
cent spending more than 
they make — prompted 
Natali to co-author a book 
on financial literacy. 

“The Missing Semester” 
(themissingsemester.com) 
is a breezy, 65-page read 
that teaches high school 
and college students how 
to manage a paycheck, 
save and use credit respon¬ 
sibly. 

“These statistics are 
horrifying. They make you 
want to hide in a cave. But 
they’re solvable,” said Na¬ 
tali, a client service man¬ 
ager with C.S. McKee, an 
investment firm in Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

Natali, 33, wrote the 
book with Matt Kabala, a 
high school friend who is 
a Hilton Head, S.C., fire¬ 
fighter and manages the 
fire department’s supple¬ 
mental retirement plan. 

Natali recently took his 
gospel of financial litera¬ 
cy to his alma mater, Fox 
Chapel Area High School 
in Pittsburgh. He preached 
to 11 seniors who had ex¬ 
pressed an interest in the 
topic to marketing teacher 
Jill Tabis, one of Natali’s 
former teachers. 

During a presentation 
that lasted more than an 
hour, they discussed the 
credit card habits of the 
students’ parents; wheth¬ 
er to choose a more af¬ 
fordable college over a big 
name, high-priced school; 
paying off credit card bal¬ 
ances monthly; and not 
buying things you don’t 
need, like the $15 that one 
senior said her sister in 
medical school spends 
each day at Starbucks. 

But most of all, students 
more than 40 years away 


from retirement wanted 
to know more about Roth 
IRAs. Natali told them the 
retirement account could 
be worth $1.4 million if 
they saved $5,000 a year 
starting at age 18. 

“I went home and told 
my mom that I wanted to 
open a Roth IRA and make 
a million dollars,” said 
Natalie Bonaroti, 17. 

Tabis said her students’ 
interest in the topic was 
piqued last fall, when a 
first-semester college 
freshman spoke to her stu¬ 
dents about the things no 
one tells you about being 
on your own in college. 

Although there’s no 
doubt students need more 
financial literacy educa¬ 
tion, budget cuts to school 
systems and state-mandat¬ 
ed testing on certain sub¬ 
jects leave little time for it, 
Tabis said. 

Nor is there much 
time for it in college, said 
Thomas J. Nist, director 
of graduate programs at 
Duquesne University’s 
business school. 

“You don’t really have 
to look too hard to see 
that financial literacy is a 


problem,” Nist said. 

He used Natali’s book 
in Gateway to Business, 
a freshman-level course, 
and was pleased with how 
interested students were in 
the topic. When he asked if 
any of them had put any¬ 
thing they learned from 
the book into practice, one 
said he started saving $10 
of his paycheck. Nist re¬ 
warded him with a $20 bill. 

“It was buzz on campus 
for three or four days,” he 
said. 

Jay Sukits, a University 
of Pittsburgh finance pro¬ 
fessor, used the book last 
fall and this spring. In his 
course, 5 percent of a stu¬ 
dent’s grade is based on 
work related to the book, 
including developing one- 
, three- and five-year per¬ 
sonal financial plans. 

He said the book should 
be required reading for 
college students. That 
would avoid some of the 
problems Sukits sees as 
an expert witness in se¬ 
curities arbitration cases, 
where he runs into plain¬ 
tiffs with a lot of money 
“who have no idea what 
they’re doing with it.”

will take a considerable 
amount of time to fill out 
and will be difficult for 
many people to be able to 
complete,” said Ron Pol¬ 
lack, executive director 
of Families USA, an advo¬ 
cacy group supporting the 
health care law. “It does 
not get you to the selection 
of a plan.” 

“When you combine 
those two processes, it is 
enormously time consum¬ 
ing and complex,” added 
Pollack. He’s calling for 
the government to sim¬ 
plify the form and, more 
important, for an army of 
counselors to help unin¬ 
sured people navigate the 
new system. It’s unclear 
who would pay for these 
navigators. 

Drafts of the paper ap¬ 
plication and a 60-page 
description of the online 


version were quietly posted 
online by the Health and 
Human Services Depart¬ 
ment, seeking feedback 
from industry and consum¬ 
er groups. Those materials, 
along with a recent HHS 
presentation to insurers, 
run counter to the vision 
of simplicity promoted by 
administration officials. 

“We are not just sign¬ 
ing up for a dating service 
here,” said Sam Karp, a 
vice president of the Cali¬ 
fornia Healthcare Foun¬ 
dation, who nonetheless 
gives the administration 
high marks for distilling 
it all into a workable form. 
Karp was part of an inde¬ 
pendent group that sepa¬ 
rately designed a model 
application. 

The government esti¬ 
mates its online applica¬ 
tion will take a half hour 
to complete, on average. If 
you need a break, or have 
to gather supporting docu¬ 
ments, you can save your 


work and come back later. 
The paper application is 
estimated to take an aver¬ 
age of 45 minutes. 

The new coverage starts 
next Jan. 1. Uninsured peo¬ 
ple will apply through new 
state-based markets, also 
called exchanges. 

Middle-class people will 
be eligible for tax cred¬ 
its to help pay for private 
insurance plans, while 
low-income people will be 
steered to safety-net pro¬ 
grams like Medicaid. 

Because of opposition 
to the health care law in 
some states, the federal 
government will run the 
new insurance markets in 
about half the states. And 
states that reject the law’s 
Medicaid expansion will 
be left with large numbers 
of poor people uninsured. 

HHS estimates it will 
receive more than 4.3 mil¬ 
lion applications for fi¬ 
nancial assistance in 2014, 
with online applications 


accounting for about 80 
percent of them. Because 
families can apply togeth¬ 
er, the government esti¬ 
mates 16 million people 
will be served. 

Here are some pros and 
cons on how the system is 
shaping up: 

■ Pro: If you apply on¬ 
line, you’re supposed to be 
able to get near-instanta¬ 
neous verification of your 
identity, income, and citi¬ 
zenship or immigration sta¬ 
tus. An online government 
clearinghouse called the 
Data Services Hub will ping 
Social Security for birth re¬ 
cords, IRS for income data 
and Homeland Security for 
immigration status. “That 
is a brand new thing in the 
world,” said Karp. 

■ Con: If your house¬ 
hold income has changed 
in the past year or so and 
you want help paying your 
premiums, be prepared to 
do some extra work. You’re 
applying for help based on 


your expected income in 
2014. But the latest tax re¬ 
turn the IRS would have 
is for 2012. If you landed a 
better-paying job, got laid 
off, or your spouse went 
back to work, you’ll have 
to provide added docu¬ 
mentation. 

■ Pro: Even with all 
the complexity, the new 
system could still end up 
being simpler than what 
some people go through 
now to buy their own in¬ 
surance. You won’t have 
to fill out a medical ques¬ 
tionnaire, although you do 
have to answer whether or 
not you have a disability. 
Even if you are disabled, 
you can still get coverage 
for the same premium a 
healthy person of your age 
would pay. 

■ Con: If anyone in 
your household is offered 
health insurance on the job 
but does not take it, be pre¬ 
pared for some particularly 
head-scratching questions. 


For example: “What’s the 
name of the lowest cost 
self-only health plan the 
employee listed above 
could enroll in at this job?” 

HHS spokeswoman Erin 
Shields Britt said in a state¬ 
ment the application is a 
work in progress, “being 
refined thanks to public 
input.” 

It will “help people 
make apples-to-apples 
comparisons of costs and 
coverage between health 
insurance plans and learn 
whether they can get a 
break in costs,” she added. 

But what if you just want 
to buy health insurance in 
your state’s exchange, and 
you’re not interested in 
getting any help from the 
government? 

You’ll still have to fill 
out an application, but it 
will be shorter.

■ Cardinals 
will resume 
search today

VATICAN CITY - Black 
smoke poured from the 
Sistine Chapel chimney 
on Tuesday, signaling 
that cardinals had failed 
on their first vote of the 
papal conclave to choose a 
new leader for the world’s 
1.2 billion Catholics and 
their troubled church. 

Surrounded by Michel¬ 
angelo’s imposing frescos 
imagining the beginning 
and the end of the world, 
cardinals locked them¬ 
selves into the chapel fol¬ 
lowing a final appeal for 
unity to heal the divisions 
that have been exposed 
by Pope Benedict XVI’s 
shocking resignation and 
revelations of corruption 
and mismanagement in 
the Vatican bureaucracy. 

Led by prelates hold¬ 
ing a crucifix and candles, 
the 115 scarlet-robed prel¬ 
ates chanted the Litany of 
Saints, the hypnotic Gre¬ 
gorian chant imploring the 
intercession of the saints 
to guide their voting, be¬ 
fore the master of liturgi¬ 
cal ceremonies intoned 
“Extra omnes” or “all 
out” and closed the heavy 
wooden doors. 

Outside, thousands of 
people braved cold night 
rain and packed St. Peter’s 
Square, eyes fixed on the 
narrow chimney poking 
out of the Sistine Chapel 
roof. They were rewarded 
some three hours after the 
conclave began when thick

me to Henderson. I want 
to work in a library that’s 
large enough to do the 
stuff I want to do, but 
small enough to keep that 
community feel.”

The cardinals now re¬ 
turn to the Vatican hotel 
for the night and resume 
voting this morning. 

Benedict XVI’s surprise 
resignation has thrown the 
church into turmoil and 
exposed deep divisions 
among cardinals grappling 
with whether they need a 
manager to clean up the 
Vatican’s dysfunctional 
bureaucracy or a pastor 
who can inspire Catholics 
at a time of waning faith 
and growing secularism. 

The leading contenders 
for pope have fallen into 
one of the two camps, with 
Cardinal Angelo Scola, seen 
as favored by those hoping 


that it belonged here.” 

She feels strongly that 
libraries play a criti¬ 
cal role in a democracy.

“Each of us is therefore 
called to cooperate with

tel Gandolfo, according to 
a Vatican spokesman the 
Rev. Thomas Rosica.

popular topics, Eblen said, 
as well as marking bicycle 
routes with “share the 
road” signs.

Donna Crooks, the acting 
president of the North¬ 
west Kentucky Forward 
regional economic de¬ 
velopment organization, 
told the board Tuesday. 
“If there are no buildings, 
they’ll look at a pad” on 
which they can construct 
a building. 

The Henderson area 
for years has lacked a big, 
empty industrial building 
to show to prospects, and 
funds are too tight to build 
a spec building. 

For years, local econom¬ 
ic developers have had lit¬ 
tle to show companies oth¬ 
er than undeveloped tracts 
known as green fields. 

“We need to go beyond 
green fields,” Doug Bell, 
the chairman of both 
the Four Star board and 
Northwest Kentucky For¬ 
ward, declared. 

Four Star has spent 
years developing road¬ 
ways and installing water 
and sewer lines across 
much of the 800-acre in¬ 
dustrial park located be¬ 
tween Robards and Sebree 
that so far is home to the 
Columbia Sportswear dis¬ 
tribution center. 

With some money in the 
bank and no debt, the Four 
Star board has been con¬ 
sidering what to do next: 
pave a gravel road on the 
north side of the property 
or to develop a building 
pad. 

Ross suggested that a 
pad could be “more of a 
marketing tool” to attract 
companies. 

The tract where the 
pad is being considered 
is one of two that North¬ 
west Kentucky Forward is 
striving to have certified as 
being shovel-ready for a 
food-processing company 
by Cleveland-based Austin 
Consulting. 

“Hopefully within the

and the Henderson City 
Commission.

an average of 44 gallons of soda 
a year, a 17 percent drop from 
the peak in 1998. Over the same 
time, the average amount of wa¬ 
ter people drink has increased 
38 percent to about 58 gallons a 
year. Bottled water has led that 
growth, with consumption near¬ 
ly doubling to 21 gallons a year. 

Stephen Ngo, a civil defense 
attorney, quit drinking soda a 
year ago when he started run¬ 
ning triathlons, and wanted 
a healthier way to quench his 
thirst. 

Ngo, 34, has a Brita filter for tap 


water and also keeps his pantry 
stocked with cases of bottled water. 

“It might just be the placebo 
effect or marketing, but it tastes 
crisper,” said Ngo, who lives in 
Miami. 

The trend reflects Americans’ 
ever-changing tastes; it wasn’t 
too far back in history that tap 
water was the top drink. 

But in the 1980s, carbonated 
soft drinks overtook tap as the 
most popular drink, with Coca- 
Cola and PepsiCo putting their 
marketing muscle behind their 
colas with celebrity endorsements 
from the likes of pop star Michael 
Jackson and comedian Bill Cosby. 

Americans kept drinking 
more of the carbonated, sugary 


drink for about a decade. Then, 
soda’s magic started to fade: Ev¬ 
eryone from doctors to health 
advocates to government offi¬ 
cials were blaming soft drinks 
for making people fat. Consump¬ 
tion started declining after hit¬ 
ting a high in the late 1990s. 

At the same time, people 
started turning to bottled water 
as an alternative. Its popularity 
was helped by the emergence of 
single-serve bottles that were 
easy to carry around. 

Until then, bottled water had 
mainly been sold in “big jugs and 
coolers” for people who didn’t 
trust their water supply, said 
John Sicher, publisher of Bever¬ 
age Digest. 


The new soft drink-like pack¬ 
aging helped fast-track bottled 
water’s growth past milk and 
beer. In fact, the amount of 
bottled water Americans drink 
has risen nearly every year for 
more than two decades, while 
the estimates of how much tap 
water people drink has fluctu¬ 
ated up and down during that 
time. When taken together, wa¬ 
ter finally overtook soda in 2008, 
according to Beverage Digest. 
(It’s difficult to track how much 
tap water people drink and how 
much is used for other things 
like washing dishes, so experts 
estimate consumption.) 

Analysts expect water to hold 
onto to its top spot for years to 


come. But whether people will 
drink from the tap or a bottle is 
uncertain. 

Based on current trajectories, 
Michael Bellas, the CEO of the in¬ 
dustry tracker Beverage Market¬ 
ing Corp., predicts that bottled 
water alone could overtake soda 
within the next decade. That’s 
not counting enhanced and fla¬ 
vored waters, which are growing 
quickly but remain a small part of 
the bottled water industry. 

Currently, people drink 21 
gallons of bottled water a year. 
That compares with 37 gallons 
of other water, which includes 
tap, sparkling, flavored and en¬ 
hanced waters such as Coca- 
Cola’s vitaminwater.

Lady Cols face challenge

Playing second-ranked 
Anderson County, Hen¬ 
derson County expects a 
challenging game today in 
the first round of the state 
tournament. 

But the Lady Colonels 
shouldn’t expect anything 
less. In the program’s nine 
previous appearances in 
the Sweet 16, they have 
lost to the eventual state 
champions five times — 
M.C. Napier (1994), Lex¬ 
ington Catholic (2001 and 
2006), Lexington Chris¬ 
tian (2006) and Louisville 
Mercy (2010). 

In back-to-back years, 
Henderson County was 
eliminated by Elizabeth¬ 
town, which reached the 
Final Four in 2008 and 
was the state runner-up 
in 2009. Seven of the nine 
times that Henderson 
County has reached the 
state tournament it has 
seen its season ended by a 
team that advanced as far 
as the Final Four. 

Henderson County, 
which was ranked third in 
the final Associated Press 
poll, is part of a top-heavy 
upper bracket for this 
week’s state tournament 
at Bowling Green’s Diddle 
Arena. “The second- and 
third-ranked teams and 
the No. 1 team (Marion 
County) are all in the 
same bracket,” Henderson 
County coach Jeff Haile 
said. “We’ll have a tough 
row to hoe.” 

Anderson County (32-1) 
features a balanced attack 
led by juniors Makenzie 
Cann and Eriel McKee. 

“They like to shoot the 
three and they have three 
players who can shoot 
it,” said Haile, who at¬ 
tended Anderson’s 70-68 
overtime win over Simon 
Kenton in the Eighth Re¬ 
gion final. “They run the 
dribble drive a lot and like 
to drive in and kick it out 
to the shooters.” 

The Lady Colonels will 
give up size across the 
board as Anderson County 
starts a lineup of 5-3, 5-8, 
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Henderson County’s Brooke Tapp, center, draws a foul from University Heights’ Meg Starling, left, during their regional cham¬ 
pionship game in Princeton on Tuesday night, March 5. Tapp, a senior, and her Lady Colonel teammates will face Anderson 
County in the first round of the Girls Sweet 16 tonight at 6:30 p.m. at Diddle Arena in Bowling Green. 


5-10 and a pair of 6-footers. 

“We have to contain 
them on the boards. They 
have some really strong re¬ 
bounders,” Haile said. 

Henderson County 
needs to regain its shoot¬ 
ing touch that it finally 
found in the second half 
of last week’s regional 
final win over Univer¬ 
sity Heights. “We need to 
shoot the ball well. We’re 
a perimeter team for the 
most part anyway,” Haile 
said. “But we need to make 
shots so we can get into 
our press.” 

After celebrating the re¬ 
gional championship and 
its first trip to the state 
tournament since 2010, 
it’s back to business for the 
Lady Colonels. 

“Every team there is 
looking to win the state 
championship,” Haile said. 

Anderson County is 
riding a 24-game winning 
streak since its only loss 


of the season — a 43-41 
setback to Lexington Bry¬ 
an Station in Lexington 
Catholic’s Republic Bank 
Classic on Dec. 22. The 
Lady Bearcats were down

■ Cats hoping 
for help from 
their loyal fans

NASHVILLE, Tenn.- Almost 
every team in the South¬ 
eastern Conference has 
at least some hope of tak¬ 
ing home the tournament 
championship after a wild 
season in this league. 

Florida. Tennessee. 
Kentucky. Mississippi. 
Alabama. Shoot, maybe 
even Vanderbilt playing 
a couple miles away from 
home has a shot. 

“There’s a lot of teams 
out there that are very, 
very capable,” Florida 
coach Billy Donovan said. 
“And when you’re dealing 
with a one-game situation 
and a one-game tourna¬ 
ment, I think anything can 
happen. I would agree. I 
think the tournament’s 
wide open.” 

Some see the SEC as be¬ 
ing down this season, but 
coaches around the con¬ 
ference see a league where 
almost any team can win 
on any night. 

“There’s just great 


parity in our league right 
now,” Georgia coach Mark 
Fox said. 

Well, maybe not across 
the board. 

Auburn, Texas A&M, 
South Carolina and Mis¬ 
sissippi State face the 
toughest task of trying to 
become the first SEC team 
to win five games in five 
days starting Wednesday 
night to open this expand¬ 
ed tournament. 

Vanderbilt avoided join¬ 
ing those teams by win¬ 
ning four of its last five 
games to earn the No. 10 
seed. Commodores coach 


Kevin Stallings, who won 
this title a year ago in New 
Orleans with six players no 
longer on his roster, said 
logic suggests it’s easier 
to win four games in four 
days than five in five. 

“The tournament is a 
little bit more wide open 
this year than it’s been 
in other years,” Stallings 
said. “I’m certainly not go¬ 
ing to sit here and say we 
can or cannot or Arkan¬ 
sas can or cannot. I’m no 
prognosticator other than 
to think our tournament 
will be very interesting, 
and I think a lot of teams 


are good enough to win it. 
And so we’ll just see what 
happens.” 

No. 13 Florida (24-6) is the 
SEC’s only ranked team and 
the only team whose NCAA 
tournament berth seems se¬ 
cure as the regular season 
champ. The Gators have not 
won this tournament since 
wrapping up a three-year 
run in 2007, and they have 
lost four of five away from 
Gainesville. 

Defending national 
champion Kentucky (21- 
10), Mississippi (23-8) 
and Alabama (20-11) also 
earned byes. Wildcats 
coach John Calipari may 
be praising his fellow SEC 
coaches for their hard 
work this season, but all 
three teams likely need at 
least one win — or more — 
to clinch an NCAA tour¬ 
nament berth with only 
the tournament title and 
its automatic berth a sure 
thing Sunday. 

Kentucky is a very 
short drive from Bridges¬ 
tone Arena where lots of 
Wildcats’ blue is expected 
to help fill seats. Calipari 
said their fans helped his 
young team last weekend 
as Kentucky beat Florida. 

“At the end of the day, you 
have to play basketball, and 
the second thing is you’ve 


got to battle and fight,” 
Calipari said. “If they come 
at you, you can’t quit.” 

No SEC team is hotter 
than Tennessee (19-11) with 
the Vols winning eight of 
their last nine going into 
Thursday’s game with ei¬ 
ther South Carolina or Mis¬ 
sissippi State. But the Vols 
took the same streak into 
the SEC tournament a year 
ago only to get bounced by 
Ole Miss in overtime, a loss 
Jarnell Stokes said they re¬ 
member well. 

“It definitely motivates 
us, just knowing what 
happened,” Stokes said. 
“Watching Selection Sun¬ 
day last year as a team, not 
making it, then waking up 
the next morning and find¬ 
ing out you’re in the NIT, 
that’s probably one of the 
worst feelings as a player. 
That’s still in the back of 
our minds.” 

Only Kentucky (27) and 
Alabama (6) have won more 
SEC tournament titles than 
Tennessee (4), but the Vols 
haven’t won this champion¬ 
ship since 1979 in the first 
year that it resumed. Coach 
Cuonzo Martin is telling 
his Vols to take care of their 
own business. 

“Let’s not leave this in 
anybody’s hands,” Martin 
said.

Jeff Haile has a shot at 
reaching another coaching 
milestone in this week’s 
state tournament. 

Three wins would give 
the Henderson County 
coach his 600th career 
victory. 

Of course that would 
mean the Lady Colonels 
would be playing Saturday 
night for a state champion¬ 
ship, knocking off second- 
ranked Anderson County 
and most likely No. 1 Mar¬ 
ion County along the way. 

In nine previous trips 
to the state tournament, 
Haile’s Henderson County 
teams have never reached 
the title game despite four 
appearances in the Final 
Four. 

Haile’s 10 Second Re¬ 
gion titles are easily the 
most by any coach in the 
region. Doug Harris of 
West Hopkins, Nancy 
Oldham of West Hopkins 
and Hopkins Central and 
Don Dillard of Christian 
County won three apiece. 

The only coach in the 
state with more appear¬ 
ances in the Sweet 16 is 
Howard Beth, who took 
Marshall County to 19 
state tournaments before 
retiring following the 2010 
season. 

Haile, who enters the 
tournament with a 597- 
170 record, would become 
only the fifth coach in state 
history with 600 wins. 
The others are Beth, 793; 
Randy Napier, 775; John 
High, 658; and Nell Fookes, 
652. Like Haile, Napier 
and Fookes are still ac¬ 
tive coaches — Napier at 
Perry County Central and 
Fookes at Boone County. 
■ 

Tournament jitters can 
get the best of any team. 
Seniors Ellie Fruit and 
Brooke Tapp, the only 
Lady Colonels to have 
played in the Sweet 16, can 
give their younger team¬ 
mates advice. 

“It’s a big gym and 
there’s definitely going to 
be a lot of people there. 
You’ve just got to go in 
with your head screwed 
on,” Tapp said. “You can’t 
go in thinking about all 
the bright lights and all 
the people there and the 
big court. (The younger 
players) are going to be 
nervous, but you’ve got to 
go out there like it’s any 
other game.” 

“I know some of our 
girls are going to be a little 
nervous going out there. 
We have to play our game,” 
Fruit said. 

One of the most notice¬ 
able differences between 
Diddle Arena and the high 
school gyms teams are 
used to playing in is the 
TV lights that hang over 
the court. “The lights are 
a lot brighter,” Fruit said. 
But that’s not actually a 
bad thing. 

“I actually think it helps. 
I liked playing on that 
court a lot,” said Fruit, 
who played in the Sweet 
16 as an eighth-grader and 
a freshman. 

Maybe the bright lights 
will get the Lady Colonels’ 
shooting back on track af¬ 
ter a subpar performance 
in the regional tourna¬ 
ment.

Kruger went north to 
division rival Cleveland 
for a five-year, $40 million 
deal, while Ellerbe headed 
south to Miami for $35 mil¬ 
lion over five years. Steel- 
ers receiver Mike Wallace 
joined Ellerbe in choosing 
the Dolphins. 

The 49ers didn’t go un¬ 
touched, either. After giv¬ 
ing up a sixth-round draft 
pick for Boldin, they saw 
tight end Delanie Walker 
leave for Tennessee. 

San Francisco also con¬ 
firmed the trade of backup 
quarterback Alex Smith 
to Kansas City, a deal that 
was known for weeks. 
The 49ers will receive the 


Chiefs’ second-round pick, 
34th overall, in this year’s 
draft and a conditional 
pick in next year’s draft. 

Denver ensured that 
Peyton Manning will be 
the Broncos’ quarterback 
through at least 2014. 

The four-time MVP’s 
contract called for a guar¬ 
anteed salary of $20 million 
in 2013 and 2014 if he was on 
the Denver roster Tuesday. 

Teams also made cuts 
Tuesday. The biggest were 
Ryan Fitzpatrick in Buffalo 
and Nnamdi Asomugha in 
Philadelphia. 

The Bills’ starting quar¬ 
terback was released V /2 
years after getting a six- 
year, $59 million contract 
extension. 

Philadelphia released 
cornerback Asomugha, 
who two years ago got 
a five-year, $60 million 
contract with $24 million 
guaranteed when he left 
Oakland as a free agent. 

Earlier, tight end Tony 
Gonzalez changed his 
mind and decided to re¬ 
turn to the Falcons. 

Tennessee agreed to 
terms with Buffalo guard 
Andy Levitre. He will re¬ 
place Steve Hutchinson, 
who retired on Tuesday.

Verrazano replaced sta- 
blemate Shanghai Bobby at 
No. 1 in the AP’s latest Run 
to the Roses’ Top 10 list of 
Kentucky Derby contend¬ 
ers on Tuesday. 

The unbeaten colt ran 
his record to 3-0 with a 
comfortable three-length 
win in the Tampa Bay 
Derby over the weekend. 
Shanghai Bobby, who won 
all five of his starts last 
year but finished second 
in his only race this year 
in January, is second. 

Both 3-year-olds are 
trained by Todd Pletcher, 
who has a chance to saddle 
a half-dozen horses in the 
Derby on May 4. He also 
trains sixth-ranked Revo¬ 
lutionary. 

Hear the Ghost moved 
into the Top 10 for the first 
time at No. 7 after rallying 
in the stretch to beat fa¬ 
vorite Flashback by a half- 
length in the San Felipe at 
Santa Anita. 

Goldencents, ranked 
third last week, finished 
fourth in the San Felipe 
and dropped off the list. 
Risen Star winner Ive 
Struck a Nerve, 10th last 
week, was injured during 
a weekend workout and is 
off the Derby trail. 

Verrazano was pur¬ 
chased for $250,000 at the 
2011 Keeneland September 
yearling sale by Let’s Go 
Stable, and is named for the 
bridge that links the New 
York boroughs of Brooklyn 
and Staten Island. After his 
second win, a share of the 
colt was sold to owner/ 
breeder Coolmore. 

There’s a lot to like 
about the son of More 
Than Ready, who earned 
50 Derby qualifying points 
with the win and is all but 
assured a spot in the field 
for the 11/4-mile Derby. 

“The way he has fin¬ 
ished his mile and mile- 
and-a-sixteenth races, I 
don’t see another sixteenth 
being much of an issue,” 
Pletcher said, referring 
to the colt’s ability to run 
farther distances. “He has 
had some freakishly good 


performances, and some of 
the things he does in the 
morning training, we don’t 
see too often.” 

“Todd’s horse is a freak,” 
said trainer Ken McPeek, 
whose Java War finished 
second to Verrazano in 
Tampa. 

Verrazano, ridden by 
John Velazquez, is likely to 
make his final start before 
the Derby in the 11/8-mile 
Wood Memorial at Aque¬ 
duct on April 6. Pletcher 
added the Florida Derby 
on March 30 and Arkansas 
Derby on April 6 remain 
possibilities. 


The Rebel at Oaklawn 
Park is this weekend’s 
top Derby prep, with a 
full field expected, in¬ 
cluding two horses each 
from trainers D. Wayne 
Lukas, Bob Baffert and 
Pletcher. 

Lukas plans to send 
out Oxbow and Will Take 
Charge, Baffert has Den’s 
Legacy and Super Ninety 
Nine, and Pletcher has 
Capo Bastone and Del¬ 
homme.

Notre Dame to join the ACC 
for next basketball season

SOUTH BEND, Ind -Goodbye 
Madison Square Garden, 
Georgetown and Villa- 
nova. Hello Greensboro 
Coliseum, North Carolina 
and Duke. 

A year from now, the 
Notre Dame men’s bas¬ 
ketball team will be pre¬ 
paring for the Atlantic 
Coast Conference tourna¬ 
ment instead of its annual 
trip to New York, where 
the Irish are a frustrat¬ 
ing 9-17 all-time in the Big 
East tournament and have 
never made it to the league 
title game. The school an¬ 
nounced Tuesday it is leav¬ 
ing the fractured Big East 
a year sooner than origi¬ 
nally anticipated for the 
ACC in all sports except 
football and hockey. 

The switch was ap¬ 
proved in a vote by Big 
East university presidents 
in the wake of a split an¬ 
nounced last week of the 
league’s football schools 
and seven Catholic schools 
that next season are form¬ 
ing their own basketball- 
focused conference with 
the Big East name. The 
vote means Notre Dame 
coaches can move forward 
with scheduling for the 
2013-14 school year. 

“It removes the 


uncertainty that made it 
hard for our coaches and 
athletes, so we’re very 
happy to resolve that for 
them,” athletic director 
Jack Swarbrick said in a 
telephone interview. 

The move means sta¬ 
bility for all Notre Dame 
sports and has some famil¬ 
iarity to Irish fans, with 
Syracuse and Pittsburgh 
joining the Irish in mov¬ 
ing to the ACC next season 
and former Big East teams 
Boston College, Miami and 
Virginia Tech already part 
of the ACC. 

If the Irish had opted to 
stay in the football-centric 
league, they would have 
faced some not-so-familiar 
opponents in Memphis, 
Central Florida, Houston, 
Tulane and SMU, along 
with returning members 
Cincinnati, Connecticut, 
South Florida, Louisville 
and Rutgers. Louisville 
joins the ACC after next 
season, while Rutgers 
joins the Big Ten. 

If the Irish had chosen 
to align with the Catholic 
schools, they would have 
faced DePaul, George¬ 
town, Marquette, St. 
John’s, Seton Hall, Provi¬ 
dence and Villanova. But¬ 
ler, Xavier and Creighton 
have been mentioned as 
potential members. 

The ACC will provide 


some of Notre Dame’s non¬ 
revenue sports with more 
challenging opponents. 
North Carolina’s women’s 
soccer team has won 21 
national championships; 
four different men’s soccer 
teams from the conference 
have won national champi¬ 
onships in the past six years; 
Virginia and Maryland 
played for the national title 
in men’s lacrosse in 2011; 
and Duke has won four na¬ 
tional championships in golf 
in the past 11 years. 

“It’s a better situation 
than the consequence 
of having the Catholic 7 
and the Big East split,” 
Swarbrick said. 

The move comes six 
months after Notre Dame 
announced it was opting to 
join the ACC in all sports 
except football and hock¬ 
ey. Big East Commissioner 
Mike Aresco said the move 
made sense for the league. 

“The Big East can now 
focus fully on its future 
alignment and rebranding 
efforts,” he said. 

ACC Commissioner John 
Swofford said the league 
welcomed the early arrival 
of the Irish, saying the ad¬ 
ditions of Syracuse and Pitt 
this year and Louisville next 
year will make the league’s 
basketball schedule “brutal, 
which is a great thing for our 
league and fans.”

DETROIT- Safety regulators in 
the U.S. are investigating wheth¬ 
er to add more than a million 
General Motors midsize cars to 
a recall for brake light problems. 

The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration says it’s 
checking into complaints about 
the 2004 to 2011 Chevrolet Mal¬ 
ibu and the 2007 to 2009 Saturn 
Aura. 

The safety agency says the 
brake lights may not come on 
when the pedal is pressed, while 


at other times the lights can il¬ 
luminate for no reason. 

In 2009, GM recalled about 
8,000 Pontiac G6 midsize cars 
from the 2005 model year for the 
same problem. The government 
announced in February that it’s 
investigating whether to add 
550,000 G6s sold from 2005 to 
2009. 

Now the agency is investigat¬ 
ing 97 complaints from Malibu 
and Aura owners about the same 
problems. The two cars share 
many of th 

same parts with the G6, but 
GM spokesmen were unsure 


Tuesday whether all three cars 
have the same brake lights. 

The Detroit company sold 
more than 1.5 million Malibus 
and Auras from 2004 through 
2011, according to Ward’s Auto- 
InfoBank, but it was unclear how 
many of them are included in the 
investigation. 

No additional recalls have 
been issued beyond the 8,000 
cars called in for repairs in 
2009, although NHTSA says it 
opened the probe “to determine 
if the scope of the recall should 
be expanded or an adjustment in 
existing remedies is required.” 


NHTSA says if the brake 
lights don’t illuminate, drivers 
behind the cars won’t be warned, 
and that could lead to a crash. 
A GM spokesman said Tuesday 
the company has no reports of 
crashes or injuries. 

In the 2009 recall, GM traced 
the problem to corrosion in a 
wiring connector. Dealers were 
to fix it by putting a lubricant on 
the connector to prevent corro¬ 
sion. The company sent dealers 
a service bulletin in October of 
2010 detailing how to fix similar 
brake light problems in Malibus 
and Auras, NHTSA said. 


Some of the owners who com¬ 
plained about G6 brake light 
problems also said the cruise 
control may not engage or will 
disengage unintentionally. 

Owners who suspect brake 
light or cruise control prob¬ 
lems should take their cars to 
any Chevrolet, Buick, Cadillac 
or GMC dealer. GM shut down 
the Pontiac and Saturn brands 
in 2010 as part of its massive re¬ 
structuring. 

Shares of General Motors Co. 
rose 6 cents to close at $28.37 
Tuesday on the New York Stock 
Exchange.

Dear Linda: A cup is a 
cup by liquid or dry “vol¬ 
ume.” 

A liquid measuring cup 
typically is glass or plastic 
so you can see through it, 
and the measurements are 
written on the side. It has a 
spout with a handle on the 
side for pouring. 

A 1- or 2-cup probably 
is the most-used cup in 
American homes. I have 
three: two 2-cup ones and 
one 1-cup one, and two sets 
of dry measuring cups. 

Dry measuring cups

may be made of plastic or 
metal and have a flat top. 
These usually come in sets 
starting with 1/4 cup, 1/3 
cup and up to 1 cup. Most 
are attached by a ring. 

They are designed for 
you to fill with dry ingre¬ 
dients and then use a knife 
or spatula to level it off. 

Most baking uses mea¬ 
surements that are precise, 
and it is difficult to mea¬ 
sure dry ingredients accu¬ 
rately in a liquid 1- or 2-cup 
measuring cup.

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GED changes ahead; students 
advised to ‘get ’er done’ now

Adult schools have a 
message for students work¬ 
ing toward their GED di¬ 
plomas: Pass all your tests 
by the end of this year or 
you’ll have to start over. 

“We’re advising them to 
get busy right now and take 
the sections they haven’t 
passed,” said Mike Waters, 
principal of the Conejo Val¬ 
ley Adult School in Thou¬ 
sand Oaks, Calif. “Many of 
them are getting the mes¬ 
sage to get it done now.” 

The GED certificate, a 
high school equivalency 
diploma, will change in 
January, and the tests stu¬ 
dents take will change with 
it. Students who haven’t 
passed all five exams now 
required for the certificate 
by the end of December 
will have to start again with 
the new tests. 

So adult schools are try¬ 
ing to get the word out. 
They’re calling or email¬ 
ing students from years 
back who have passed only 
some of the exams. They’re 


posting signs in classrooms 
and putting up alerts on 
their websites. 

The message matters be¬ 
cause a high school diplo¬ 
ma is more important than 
ever, adult-school officials 
said. More employers now 
require a diploma, and so 
does the military. 

“We had a huge surge in 
people with the recession,” 
said Steve Thompson, as¬ 
sistant principal of Ven¬ 
tura Adult and Continuing 
Education. “You can’t keep 
a job or get a job without a 
GED.” 

The shift in the GED 
diploma reflects a change 
coming to K-12 schools — 
the Common Core State 
Standards, which gener¬ 
ally require higher-level 
thinking skills. The new 
exams will no longer be 
just multiple-choice ques¬ 
tions. Instead, students will 
get more short-answer and 
fill-in-the-blank questions. 

Most adult-school ad¬ 
ministrators think the 
new test will be harder 
but better reflect the skills 
that students need for a 


career or college. 

“It’s only going to get 
more difficult starting next 
January,” Waters said. “But 
it’s more appropriate to 
what a current education 
should look like.” 

Another major change: 
Students will take the new 
tests on computer rather 
than using paper and pen¬ 
cil. Adult schools are pre¬ 
paring for the new format, 
which will make the tests 
easier and faster to give, 
and are training teachers 
in the Common Core stan¬ 
dards. 

When students go to an 
adult school to start work¬ 
ing on their GED certifi¬ 
cates, they take placement 
tests that show which ex¬ 
ams they may be ready to 
pass and where they need 
more work. Depending 
on the school, they can do 
that work independently or 
through more traditional 
classes. 

“There are two types of 
students — some who need 
instruction and some who 
just need some remind¬ 
ers,” Waters said. 


No Saturday deliveries could affect mail balloting

The recent decision by 
the U.S. Postal Service to 
end Saturday deliveries 
was met with shrugs by 
some people, but elec¬ 
tions officials say they 
are alarmed it could re¬ 
sult in fewer votes being 
counted. 

That’s because increas¬ 
ingly across the country 
people are choosing to 
vote by mail. In last fall’s 
election, 6.7 million 
people cast mail ballots, 
more than half of those 
who participated, ac¬ 
cording to the secretary 
of state. 

Elimination of Satur¬ 
day mail deliveries — 
which postal officials said 


also includes eliminating 
pickups from mailboxes 
—could cause some bal¬ 
lots to miss the Tuesday 
election deadline to be 
valid because most voters 
wait until the last several 
days to send them, elec¬ 
tions officials said. 

“We mail out a tre¬ 
mendous amount of our 
vote-by-mail ballots for 
weeks before, but the 
ballots come back, re¬ 
ally, the last nine days, 
and they’re really loaded 
to the last few days,” said 
Steve Weir, Contra Costa 
County, Calif., clerk. 

He said the most criti¬ 
cal day is four days be¬ 
fore an election, because 
that’s about the average 
amount of time it takes 
for ballots to arrive by 
Election Day. More than

a quarter of all ballots 
counted by his office ar¬ 
rived in the mail on that 
final day, though some 
people also dropped them 
off at polling places and 
the county office, Weir 
said. 

With elections held on 
Tuesdays, four days out 
just happens to be Satur¬ 
day.

Florida all abuzz about big, biting mosquitoes

Coming this summer: They’re 
big! They’re vicious! And they want 
YOUR BLOOD! 

In what sounds like the plot from a 
1950s horror flick, some scientists at 
the University of Florida are warning 
an influx of oversized mosquitoes 
known as gallinippers (Psorophora 
ciliata) is expected this summer. 

“Big” is in relation to most species 
of mosquitoes. A gallinipper has a 
half-inch long body and even lon¬ 
ger legs. The “vicious” part is true, 
again, compared to other mosqui¬ 
toes. 

“Yeah, it’s a vicious biter,” said 
Ken Gioeli, natural resources agent 
for the St. Lucie Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service, said of the gallinipper. 


“They can bite right through your 
clothing and give you a good pinch, 
more painful than an ordinary mos¬ 
quito bite.” 

Doug Carlson, mosquito control 
director for Indian River County, 
Fla., has been bitten by gallinippers 
and said: “I’m not so sure the bite is 
all that much more painful than oth¬ 
er mosquito bites. The gallinippers 
are so big they’re certainly very no¬ 
ticeable. It can feel like a small bird 
has landed on you.” 

Gene Lemire, mosquito control 
manager for Martin County, said 
gallinippers “are so big they scare 
people. But... they tend to be a pas¬ 
ture mosquito, biting mostly cattle 
and horses and just incidentally bit¬ 
ing humans.” 

UF entomologist Phil Kaufman 
said because the state had a bumper 


crop of gallinippers last summer, a re¬ 
peat may be on the way this summer. 

Facts about gallinippers: 

■ They’re the largest biting mos¬ 
quitoes in the United States. 

■ Only the females are blood feed¬ 
ers; the males survive on flower nec¬ 
tar and other sugar sources. 

■ They have been found to harbor 
viruses like the West Nile virus, but 
don’t transfer the virus to people. 

■ They can be warded off by repel¬ 
lents containing DEET; but because 
they can bite through cloth, spray on 
clothing as well as exposed skin. 

■ The name? According to 
mosquito control director Carl¬ 
son: “The story I’ve heard from 
folks is that they’re called gal¬ 
linippers because they’re so big 
they can nip a gallon of blood 
with a single bite.”

Today's highlight in history: 

On March 13,1933, banks in the U.S. be¬ 
gan to reopen after a “holiday” declared by 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

On this date: 

In 1925, the Tennessee General Assem¬ 
bly approved a bill prohibiting the teach¬ 
ing of the theory of evolution. (Gov. Austin 
Peay signed the measure on March 21.) 

In 1943, author-poet Stephen Vincent 
Benet, 44, died in New York. Financier and 
philanthropist J.P. Morgan, Jr., 75, died in 
Boca Grande, Fla. 

In 1964, bar manager Catherine “Kitty” 
Genovese, 28, was stabbed to death near 
her Queens, N.Y. home; the case generated 
controversy over the supposed failure of 
Genovese's neighbors to respond to her 
cries for help. 

In 1969, the Apollo 9 astronauts splashed 
down, ending a mission that included the 
successful testing of the Lunar Module. 

In 1996, a gunman burst into an elemen¬ 
tary school in Dunblane, Scotland, and 
opened fire, killing 16 children and one 
teacher before killing himself. 

Ten years ago: Norwegian Robert Sor- 
lie won the Iditarod Trail Sled Dog race in 
nine days, 15 hours, 47 minutes. 

Five years ago: The body of Chaldean 
Catholic Archbishop Paulos Faraj Rahho 
was found in a shallow grave in northern 
Iraq, two weeks after he was kidnapped 
by gunmen in one of the most dramatic 
attacks against the country's small Chris¬ 
tian community. Gold hit a record, rising to 
$1,000 an ounce for the first time (however, 
it fell sharply later in the year). 

One year ago: A resurgent Rick Santorum 
swept to victory in Republican presidential 
primaries in Alabama and Mississippi. En¬ 
cyclopaedia Britannica Inc. said it would 
stop publishing print editions of its flagship 
encyclopedia..
